PITNEY’S PLUNDER. 


The Rotten and Loose Manner in 
Which the People’s Business 
is Managed. 


A Ring of Treasury Thieves—Wholesale 
Robbery and Violation of 
the Law. 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—The investigation of 
the accounts and conduct of 0. L. Pitney, 
Custodian of the Treasury Department, or- 
dered by Secretary Windom, is developing 
ugly facts and involving persons who have 
held high places. Pitney's business is to buy 
everything needed in the Treasury, 
including furniture, carpets, soap, 
etc. It was ascertained that he has for six 
years violated the law requiring them 
to be purchased by contract from the lowest 
bidders. He has bought from friends and fa- 
vorites without making any contracts, 
paying them whatever they charged. 
No system of books or vouchers has been kept. 
Everything bas been run loosely and without 
any sort of business rules. 

OUTRAGEOUSLY EXORBITANT PRICES 
have been paid, ranging from 30 to 50 per cent 
higher thanthe ruling market prices, and 
the difference between the market prices and 
those paid has been allowed to Pitney by the 
parties he purchased from in the way of goods 
forhisownuse, One cabinet maker named 
Frazier, who is regularly employed 
under Pitney, testifies that nearly all of 
his time for several years has been consumed 
in doing work for outside parties instead of 
working forthe Government; that he spent 
one month in working in a new 


house of a high Government official; that 
be frequently went from one house 
to another of personsin the Government em- 
ploy, some holding important places, doing 
whatever they wanted and the money paid for 
his services was charged round to the differ- 
ent Government Bureaus. He swears that he 
made fifteen fac similes of the desk used by 
Jefferson when he wrote the Declaration 
of Independence, and which was presented to 
Government ayearor so ago; that each of 
these imitation desks cost $60, the material for 
which were paid out of Government money,and 
charged among the materialsmeeded for Gov- 
ernmentuses. These fifteen desks were given 
us presents by the authorities in the Treasury 
to friends, and furniture belonging to the 
Tieasury has been loaned out on occasions of 
receptions at certain residences. The facts go

In a fewinstances 
contracts have been made, but notin the most 
important and extensive purchases, Pitney 
has built him a new residence, the result 
of the investigation will probably 
be a number of removals.

The Popular Actor at Home 
Victoria Street. : 


His Capture of London, Socially and Ar- 


tistically—Continued Success of 
‘sVirginius’’—Future In- 


tentions. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 10.—The sunshine of a 
pright May morning is flooding what the late 
noble author of ‘‘Endymion” terms that 
celebrated eminence, St. James street,“ as 
we emerge from Piccadilly, still given over 
to late Hansoms and early risers, and wend 
our way down past empty club houses and 
opening shops to where the garden walls of 
Marlborough House are watched by a vigi- 
lant red- coated sentinel and flanked by an 
official in livery whese occupation seems 
forever gone, or at least never begun. We 
cross the road where the day before 
we had seen H. R. H. the Princess of Wales, 
driving in state from the drawing room at 
Buckingham Palace; her fair brow sparkling 
With jewels, and an escortof gallant Life 
Guardsmen surrounding her gorgeous chariot, 
and find ourselves in that loveliest of sylvan 
territories in the whole world’s metropolis, 
St. James’ Park, its spreading, placid waters 
overhung with noble trees and reflecting such 
stately buildings asthe Queen’s town resi- 
dence in its silvery depths; Westminster 
Tower, and that high, ifugly mass, Queen 
Anne’s Building, rise before us. We hear the 
sound of a bugle floating from the roval bar- 
racks, andthe airof May, so pure in London 
that there is some truth in Joaquin Miller's as- 
sertion that one can fairly feed on it expands 
the lungs and aids one to enjoy this beauti- 
ſul and iu some respects majestic prospect. 
Suddenly we plunge briefly into one of the 
least obnoxious parts of “the slums of West- 
minster,“ and emerge almost as soon before 
a stately stone-building inscribed at the por- 
tals with the sign ‘‘American Legation, office 
hours fremtla.m.to3p.m. A servant in 
the blue uniform and cap of a commissionaire 
answers our ring at the bell; we pass upa 
flight of steps beneath a Venetian lantern, we 
enter a small stained glass door, and con- 
ducted by the faithful and familiar „Bob,“ 
long ‘‘dresser’’ to McCullough, we are 
straightway in the “‘lion’s”’ den. 

The lion has not yet emerged 
from his inner apartment; 80 we 
look about the rooms which are the 
same that he occupied whilst visiting in Lon- 
don last summer—Members’ Chambers, No. 


f Victoria street. There are no distinctive 


signs that a tragedian dwells in this handsome 
but quietly furnished apartment. A profu- 
sion of letters, telegrams, cablegrams and 
journals, heaped upon the table that occu- 
pies the bow window, alone attests that this 
is a public man whom the world dotes of and 
pays allegiance to. Opposite this window is 
a green churchyard, surrounding an edifice 
quaint in form and black with age—and a not 
too cheerful prospect—but one that is not 

teiy to dampen the spirits of “genial 
John“ in view of the success which he so 
richiy deserved and has so thoroughly won. 
An infiuential French journal lies upon 
the table; 1 pick it up and 
glance over a= glowing critique in 
which a discriminating writer pays a warm 
tribute to MceCullough’s genius, likens him to 
Talma, and not only expresses the hope that 
he will be seen in a Shakspearian rolein 
London,but that he may be induced to master 
the French language and attack the leading 
characters of the classic repertoire of 
Corneilie and Racine; there too is Punch,with 
au racy account of the performance and a 
serious tribute to McCullough; whom Frank 
Burnand pronounces “the best tragedian 
we've had over from America as vet the 
World with some verses in which a writer de— 
clares “He came, we saw, he conquered like 
another Washington!“ and all the leading 
papers, from the. Times, Telegraph and Daily 
News, setting forth the enthusiastic 
nature of McCullough’s reception and the 
high character of his abilities. They have 
been splendid to me,’’ says McCullough, 
feclingiv. He has entered with the same 
frank, unaffected bearing as always; success 
does not spoil our pet tragedian and he ever 
bears his blushing honors meckly. 

McCullough describes his sensations on 
the night of his first appearance as fairly 
ugoniizing. He suffered such tortures from 
nervousness as only those who have experi- 
enced it can imagine; but, fortunately. his 
powerful physique and long practice enabled 
him to conceal any embarrassment, and only 
his intimates suspected the nature of the 
ordeal he was undergoing. His reception was 
most enthusiastic, but after the first greeting 
the immense audience kept as still as 
mice throughout the earlier scenes, 
and throughout the first three 
acts the actor had no mean® of knowing, 
whether he pleased the strange public or not. 
Then came the episode in the Mountain 
Pass,’”? where Virginius learns of his dauch- 
ter’s danger and the fiery exit, working up 
toacrescendo of passion upon the words: 
es, Vil be patient!” If the tragedian had 
been in doubt the tumultuous ovation which 
followed the fall of the curtain must have 
ended bis suspense most blissfully. It was 
one of those moments when the heart beats 
faster and sympathetic chills chase one an- 
other up and down the back of the sympa- 
thetic spectator. Cheers, bravos, both loud 
and deep, and recall again and again made 
„Od Drury” resound with a tribute to the 
representative of young America. McCullough 
may say, with Edmund Kean, “The pit rose 
al me.“ Handkerchiefs were waved by the 
excited throng. Not forthe forty years he has 
been in the theater, says Mr. Stirling, the 
stage manager, has he witnessed such a 
svene or heard such plaudits. 

Mr. Irving, Mr. Toole and many other lead- 
ing actors had sent their good wishes in ad- 
vance, and the next day came notes of con- 
gratulation from numerous friends who were 
present, including Edwin Booth. “You have 
un excellent repose,’ said Booth, “and are 
freefrom that curse of most of Us travedy 
folks, over-gesticulation. Ihave seen you 
Vut once from the front before as Coriolanus, 
and then remarked the qualities I now men- 
tion.“ Letters came also from G. W. 
Smalley, Moncure D. Conway, Mac- 
kay, the Californian, and many other 
Americans abroad, and Oscar Wilde, 
the apostle of the esthetic school, who, albeit 
he wears the mask of folly, is a clever youth, 
and knows what’s what, sent a congratulatory 
missive of much grace and warmth. It is a 
remarkable fact about McCullough’s success 
in London that he has captured all classes— 
in fact, he pleases not only both pit and stalls, 
but the minor parties into which they are 
eubdivided—the wsthetic and the robust, the 
**ewell” and the workingman, all rally round 
his banner. Whilst I was at Members’ Man- 
sion the other day, Lord Mandeville (son and 
heir of the Duke of Manchester and husband 
of Miss Yznaga, of New York), called, 
and I believe it is settled that 
he will accompany Mr. McCullough 
when the tragedian visits Ireland on his way 
home to America from France, The social at- 
tentions which have succeeded hia professional 
triumphs are simply overwhelming, and he 
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could not positively accept one quarter the 
invitations extended to him. 

The evening of the day I returned from 
New York I repaired to Old Drury” and 
performance of“ Virginius“ 
which Mr. McCullough had then been playing 
for one week. There was a large audience 
and one so enthusiastic that a stranger would 
have been justified in considering this the first 
night of the play and the occasion of the 
actor’s debut. As I entered the stalis 
McCullough was in the middle of that charm- 
ing scene,with Virginia where he says to her: 
“You never looked so like your 
mother in all your life.“ And the tender 
affection of his tones and bearing seemed to 
deeply impress the house, who were un- 
stinted in their recognition and encourage- 
ment. Their applause naturally attained its 
greatest volume after the third and fourth 
acts, when the tragedian was recalled again 
and again, but the attention was undimin- 
ished throughout the episode of madness and 
delirium. **What a picture,“ said some one, 
as the Roman father was disclosed, standing 
over the slain Appius Claudius, and the 
death was followed by another summons 
before the lamps. Hermann Vezin was in 
the stalls an attentive: spectator. This 
American, who has won his professional spurs 


on this side of the water, has been secured 


to play lago to Mr. McCullough’s 
Othello, beginning on Saturday, and no 
wiser choice could have been made. His 
lago is said to be one of his best efforts and is 
sure to be an intellectual treat from whatever 
standpoint be views the character. Miss 
Pateman will be the Desdemona, Mrs. Arthur 
Stirling the Emelia, Mr. J. H. Barnes the 
Cassio, Mr. Ryder the Brabantio, aud Mr. 
Augustus Harris the Roderigo. The desire 
that Mr. McCullough should appear in a 
Shakspearian role was so universal that he 
has yielded toit, and, I think, wisely. His 
Othello is one of his most felicitous achieve- 
ments, and Jam very much mistaken if it 
does not still further strengthen the position 
he has won with the London press 
and public. There is some idea 
also, of his doing Maebeth before the close 
of bis engagement, but I do not think that 
is decided: he will not, in any case, altogeth- 
er relinguish Virginius, and will, [ believe, 
select that role for the special morning per- 
formance which he is to give by desire of 
Mr. Irving and others of eminence during 
his stav in London. 

Mr. McCullough’s support at Old Drury“ 
is excellent in some instances, **but so-so” 
in others, and, in two cases, simply ludic- 
rous. One of the artistic catastrophes is due 
to the mistaken ambition of the manager, 
Mr. Augustus Harris, who will, I have no 
doubt, prove an acceptable Roderigo, but 
whose assumption of heroic young Icilius 
has set all London laughing. It is very 
funny,’’ L said, © a prominent 
English actor the other day. No, my boy,” 
was the reply, *‘there is a point of badness 
where things cease to be amusing:” and * I 
stick to my assertion, and am supported by 
the wits of the local press, who call poor 
Augustus in turn “the Penny Ice-ilius,’? an 
“overgrown Cupid,” and say that he bounded 
free o’er rythm, sense and all.“ The Times 
declared that for the young Icilius a“ national 
apology’’ was owed to Mr. McCullough. Im- 


agine a gentleman of Hebrewic features and 


somewhat commonplace mien, attired in a 
Romantoga which ‘titted him too much,“ 
and done up in a blonde wig and much rouge 
and powder: add to this a thin voice, a fixed, 
metallic smile, a la ballet dancer, and 
bare, scrawny arms of which he seemed 
perpetually conscious, and you may be able 
to form some idea of “the young Icilius” as 
portrayed by Mr. Augustus Harris. He will 
no doubt play it very well,“ says cruel Punch 
„when the fact that the Romans did not 
wear trowsers has ceased to aston®&h him.” 
By the way, I remark afresh by contrast 
how well MeCullough carries a toga, and 
how gracefully his drapery is arranged. I 
learned that it is made of the finest crepe, as 
the most vielding texture, and that the folds 
are fashioned not by a costumer of renown, 
but by his dresser, Bob, who possesses a se- 
cret as simple as A, B, C, when it is known. 
But then a great deal of the effectiveness is 
due to the man inside the raiment. 

Mr. Barnes also looks well in the Roman 
dress, and depicts Appius Claudius with 
force and passion. What an improvement 
since the davs he played the late Miss Neil- 
son’s Romeo’s and Benedick’s throughout the 
States, and was pronounced “six feet of gor- 
geous imbecility.“ Time works its revenges 
certainly. Mr. Ryder, a conscientious vet- 
eran, and Mr. Gibson are acceptable, and 
there is merit in the way the lines of Lucius 
are read by Mr. Andrews, a young actor from 
America, Who made something of a hit as 
Charley Brood wheu the Florences played 
“The Mighty Doilar“ at the Gaiety Theater 
lastautumn. Mrs. Arthur Stirling is capital 
in such roles as Widow Freelove in ne 
Love Chase,“ which I saw her play with Miss 
Emily Fowler and Mr. Henry Neville last 
season. But she does not find such congenial 
work in Servia, Which needs a broader style. 
Greater amplitude both of method and person 
would also be an improvement in the Virginia 
of Miss Lydia Cowell, who is too little the 
stately maiden, too much the childish school- 
Zirl—a bread-and-butter miss, pleasing and 
inoffensive, but scarcely a heroine. The 
second unintentionally funny performance is 
that of Hr. De Lange, a little comedian who 
is wholly miscast as Caius Claudius— 
swallowed up in blank verse, the 
very cocksparrow of conspirators, for whom 
one feels, knowing bim to bean acceptable 
actor in bis own line, a certain sense of pity. 
The scenery and accessories have Ween care- 
fully considered, and in this respect, at least, 
nothing is wanting to ensure Mr. MeCul- 
lough good surroundings. It speaks volumes 
for him that with such defects in the general 
cast he is able to attract ali London to his 
representations and to bear upon his broad 
shoulders the burthen of a performance 
Which will be memorable on both sides of 
the Atlantic as having introduced to the 
world’s capital this now universally accepted 
actor.

Pious Lottery Players in Naples. 
Naples Correspondence London News. 

A correspondent ofthe Gazetta di Napoli 
vives the following graphic account of 2 sup- 
erstitious ceremony which is performed three 
times every week towards II o’clock at night 
by n group of men, women and children of 
the lowest Neapolitan classes. The ceremony 
consists of a fpilgrimage to the old cemetery 
with the object of invoking the dead and ob- 
tuining numbers to play in the lottery. More 
than fifty men and women, says the corres- 
pondent, marched slowly and silently to the 
old cemetery and when they reached the vate 
prostrated themselves and recited the cus- 
tomary prayers for the dead. Then some of 
the elder persons, the interpreters of the 
party, grasped the iron bars of the gate and 
beganattentively to examine the interior of 
the cemetery. A quarter of an hour passed 
in religious silence. All at once one of those 
who were gazing through the bars turned 
round and, inalow voice, exclaimed, **six- 
teen!“ The moon had issued from behind a 
cloud and illuminated sixteen crosses. Then 
all the people made the sign of the eross and 
recited sixteen aves and sixteen gloria— 
patris. Ten minutes after an old hag 
cried out,“ A dog, a dog! six!“ and immedi- 
ately all the others exclaimed Six! six?“ 
and repeated six aves, six gloria-patris and 
six requiems. Then the crowd anxiously 
waited for the dead to furnish them with the 
third number. But no sign was given. They 
began to murmur; their devotion was on the 
point ofturning into blasphemy. A fewcurses 
were heard. Suddenly a boy exclaimed, 
„Look! look! that grave down there, there is 
ire on it!?“ Some slight gaseous flames were 
lickering over it. At this sight the whole 
croup broke out into cries of joy, There are 
two numbers! there are two!—five and four- 
teen.“ No, no,” exclaimed one of the men, 
who must have been a proved cabalist, “those 
are infernal flames, and give the number 9.“ 
At this declaration some ef the devotees be- 
Lan to dance. A few minutes afterward the 
crowd. agam prostrated themselves and in— 
toned the Q@§Rosario. The dead had 
spoken. The numbers were 16,6,5,9. The 
pilgrimage had been successful. Chance 
sometimes allows the numbers thus chosen 
and played by this deluded people to issue 
from the fatal urn, Which, among other evils, 
keeps superstition thus alive. This group of 
healabaed men and women returned home,

CARLYLE AND DISRAELI. 


Two Distinguished Englishmen Wait- 
ing for Monuments. 
M. D. Conway’s Letter to Cincinnati Com. 


England is much exercised just now on the 
object of two proposed monuments. If 
Boehme’s statute of Carlvle ever stands in 
bronze on the Thames embankment it will be 
after passing through discussions as flaming 
as the furnace that must purify its metal. 
The meetings which have been held among 
Carlyle’s friends on this subject have been 
private, but it may be said that serious diffi- 
culties exist in the way of procuring ade- 

uate subscriptions. If the publication of 
the ‘*Reminiscences’’ had been delayed a 
few months, the subscriptions to a memo— 
rial of Carlyle would have been more than 
enough to raise the bronze statute in Lon- 
don, and also found the Lectureship on 
History in Edinburgh Universitv, which 
is proposed by one party there, 
another being in favor of a statue. In Lon- 
don it has been suggested that the subscrip- 
tion list to the Carlyle memorial should be 
divided between Great Britain, America and 
Germany. It may be necessary, butit is a 

ainful suggestion. That a man who at his 
death was surrounded by unequaled eulogies 
throughout his country, should, within a few 
weeks after, have so fallen that his fame can- 
not conjure asmuch money as London city 
gave without wincing to raise an ugly griffin 
at Temple Bar, that other countries must be 
invoked to. raise a memorial that can only 
cost £7,000 or £8,000; this indeed is 
a sorrow! The Literary Fund din— 
ner, presided over this year by Minister 
Lowell, passed with very little notice of him 
who just now was at the head of English lit- 
erature. A slight reaction favorable to Car- 
lyie’s reputation may follow the publication 
by his niece ofa note appended to his essay 
on Mrs. Carlyle, Which clearly showed that 
he never intended his ‘‘Reminiscences’” to 
be published, and only did not burn them 
because he thought they might be of import- 
ance to members ofthe family; but this is 
not much solace to the relatives of those 
whom he has impaled. The misery is that 
such were his private opinions of many of his 
old friends; and the world will hardly appre- 
ciate, as do those who were more intimate 
with Carlyle, that these were the pictures of 
persons as distorted in moments almost of 
delirium. The sufferings of the Carlyle fami— 
ly are profound, and those of Carlyle’s editor 
can only be left to the imagination. 

I have, however, said enough in my corre- 
spondence of this miserable Carlyle business. 
The other monument in question is that pro- 
posed for Lord Beaconstield, in St. Peter's, 
Westminster. Mr. Gladstone’s task in pro- 
posing that there shall be one erected at the 
public expense. in honor of the late noble- 
man’s splendid powers and his services to 
the State, can hardly be so congenial to him 
as the sharp opposition it has awakened. It 
israther hard that after all the pains Lord 
Beaconsfield took to leave behind the pomp 
and glitter of his position. andto be laid 
quietly beside his wife, all his deeds and mis- 
deeds should be now overhauled, every error 
of his lifedragged before the public, and re- 
proaches mingled with the flowers heaped on 
his coffin. Afterall he gave this country 
household suffrage inthe face of liberal“ 
opposition: he steadily voted in favor of fe- 
wale suffrage, against John Bright and Glad- 
stone: personally, he was a devoted hus- 
band, a man of singularly pure life, of imper- 
turbable sweetness of temper and kindness 
of disposition, and of unselfish thoughtfulness 
for others, aud he died one of the poorest of 
noblemen. The profound friendship of the 
Royal Family for him is resented. The Queen 
sent, to be laid on his coffia,a wreath of prim- 
roses, WIth the words, written by her own 
hand, His favorite flowers.“ The Prince of 
Wales and Princess Beatrice also sent their 
offerings. The Queen and her daughter have 
visited the grave with emotion. There can be 
no doubt that this feeling is personal and sin- 
cere; it was due to Lord Beaconstield’s per- 
sonal qualities. Butitis taken as a reward 
for his having turned the Qneen into 
an Empress, and it is assumed that 
he was a flatterer, a courtier. How- 
ever, this is not the chief cause of 
the bitterness now manifested after the plau— 
dits have come toa pause. Lord Beacons- 
tield has profoundly offended the Curistian 
sentiment of thiscountry. He once wrote a 
vindicatéon of Christianity, which was really 
avery serious assault. Uniike the prophet 
who came to curse, and ended by blessing Is- 
rael, Disraeli (as he was then) uttered bene- 
dictions more formidable than all the curses 
ever uttered against the Church into which 
he had been carried ata helpless age. Were 
his memorial to be inscribed with his Chris— 
tian creed it would have to be taken from his 
work, A Political Biography, and would 
run as follows: Christians daily acknowl- 
edge on their knees, with reverent gratitude, 
that the only medium of communication be- 
tween the Creator and themselves is the Jew- 
ish race. Noone has ever been permitted to 
write under the inspiration ofthe Holy Spirit 
except a Jew. If the Jews bad not prevailed 
upon the Romans to crucify our Lord, what 
would have become of the Atonement? Could 
that be a crime? Men must not presume to 
sit in judgment on such an act; they must 
bow their heads in awe and astoniah- 
ment and trembling gratitude. The immo- 
lators were preordained, like the victim, and 
the holy race supplied both.’’ These are all 
Disraeli’s own sentences. Though taken 
from different parts of his work, they are not 
at all degached from the context in such a 
way asto modify their spirit and purport. 

The statements of such an enfant terrible of 
the Church were not easy to answer; but they 
were very unwelcome in a country which 
hates to press premises to their conclusions, 
and this confession of faith which included 
the references with the creed has never been 
forgiven. The orthodox always felt that it 
was a treacherous kiss to Christianity; but 
really it was a sincere kiss to his real religion 
—Judaism. The synagogues understood 
this; he was the subject of discourse and 
homage in all of them last Saturday; and one 
congregation (Penesova) actually held a 
memorial service for this Christian“ leader.

A very ingenious and simple method of 
subdividing the electric light has just been 
effected by Mr. J. Banting Rogers, of St. 
Clement’s House, Lombard street. It effects 
the subdivision thoroughly, and the system 
may be familiarly represented by a tree with 
its trunk or stem, from which radiate the 
main limbs, which again bear branches, from 
which in turn shoot the twigs. Taking the 
producing power—which, in tlie present in- 
stance, was a bichromatic battery and a half 
inch coil—the conductors, positive and nega- 
tive, were led from the two poles, each to an 
accumulating box containing dividing appar-

tus, which is said to be capable of effecting 


‘18 divisions of the main eurrent, although 


onlv one wire was used in the experiment, 


that being sufficient to illustrate the prinei- 


ple. This single wire was car- 
ried from each of the two 
accumulating boxes toa dividing box, and 
from this box again eight pairs of wires could 
have been led to eight other boxes forthe fur- 
ther subdivision of the current, but five pairs 
were considered sufficient. These five pairs 
of wires were led to five other boxes, one 
pair to each, where the current was further 
subaivided. From these boxes it is stated 
that no fewer than twenty-eight circuits could 
have been formed had the battery power been 
suflicient; but, as it was not, wires forming 
nine circuits only were used. On these nine 
circuits twenty-seven Vacuum tubes repre- 
sented so many lights—three on each circuit— 
which were ported from the one bat- 
tery. The circuits were detached one by one 
without n ‘ith the lights on 
the remainder. he details of the 
invention are of an exceedingly simple char- 
acter. So far as the experiment went, it satis- 
factorily demonstrated that the electric cur- 
rent could be divided, redivided, and again 
subdivided, so as to render the light available 
for the smallest apartments. 


A Pair of Youthful Runaways.

Fanny made 
similar arrangements, and between 
the two they managed to ob- 
tain money enough to pay their 
fare to Cincinnati on the steamboat, and have 
about $15 left after getting here. They rep- 
resented themselves onthe boat as brother 
and sister, but their manners toward each 
other didnot correspond with brotherly and 
sisterly affection. There seemed to be some- 
thing more init. By the time the boat ar- 
rived in Gincinnati information had previ- 
ously arrived of possible wrong-doing, and 
both were accordmgly arrested and lodged in 
the Cenjral Police Station onthe charge of 
being fugitives from justice. The boy was 
retained at the station, and the girl was taken 
to the Home of the Friendless. There she 
denied that anything improper had taken 
place between them, but the boy’s story, 
told in the Station house, implicated ber. 
Both, however, said that their object tn Cin- 
cinnati was merely to seek employment, and 
each expected by means of regular employ- 
ment to support themselves. Officers Mead 
and Murrv found them at No. 105 West Fifth 
street. The only charge entered againstthem 
so far in Pennsylvania is that of incorrigi- 
bility. 


The Camera as a Detective. 
From a New York Letter. 

Instantaneous photography is apt to catch 
the amateur’s affections, for it is most inter- 
esting. The use of electricity te lift the shield 
from the inside of the camera-tube by the 
pressure of a button enables the operator to 
take a picture while the subject of it remains 
in ignorance. The use of the gelatine plate, 
which is highly sensitive, makes it possible to 
vet a photograph while the operator counts 
three. The amusement of photographing an 
opposite neighbor, or a caller, or a pretty 
woman in the park, or bathers at the sea- 
side, must prove very great. It is said that 
an up-town dentist has a concealed camera by 
which, for the amusement of his friends, he 
has taken the pictures of a number of fash- 
ionable young ladies reclining in his office 
chair under the influence of laughing gas; 
but naturally he keeps his trick very dark, or 
it would ruin his business. In Europe there 
is said to be a detective camera in use in one 
of the great Wanking-houses. 

A man of suspicious appearance makes his 
way up to the cashier’s counter and presents 
a letter of credit or a draft. The bank clerk 
is doubtful as to the look of the man. His 
signalment, he thinks, is worth taking. The 
clerk, When the man's face is full front to- 

yard him, touches a little button. Presto, a 
coneealed camera is brought into play, the 
sensitive plate is exposed, and inan instant 
the man’s photograph is taken. Further 
than this, this wonderful detective camera js 
to play another role. The head of the house 
leaves his business and confides it to his 
clerk. Some of the clerks goto sleep, or 
smoke cigars, or skylark, or do other things 
not exactly in keeping with their calling, and 
off starts a series of plates worked by clock- 
work, aad every action of the clerks during : 
series of hours is recorded.

NEW YORK MURDERS. 


The moody and Kyil Stories of Gut- 
enberg Woods. 
New York Cor. Buffalo Courier. 
A cut has at last been found to the identity 
of the young woman found murdered in the 
woods near Hoboken nearly a week ago with 
her face so battered and mutilated that re- 
cognition by the features was impossible. A 
curious thing about such murders as this— 
and there bave been several inthe last ten 
vears—is the development as to missing people 
that is sure to follow their discovery. If the 
victim is young and unknown, or at least not 
recognized, numbers of people visit the place 
where the body is to see if it is not that of some 
relative wbo has disappeared. Fathers and 
mothers are found looking for missing daugh- 
ters, brothers searching for sisters, and some- 
times husbands for wives. When the 
body of a young wom an, Who, as it finally 
turned out, was murdered by her busband, 
one Reinhart, since hanged, was foundina 
barrelina Staten Island Cemetery, afew 
years ago, nearly a dozen persons identified 
it as the body of each of as many girls who 
had disappeared from their homes, and of 
whom no trace could be found. Not a week 
passed in New York that some home is not 
wrecked by a daughter’s going away or being 
enticed away, never to return alive. An 
abortion, a brutal murder, or à suicide may 
possibly bring out the whole story after 
awhile, but in many cases the 
story never comes out, and no 
trace of fhe missing one is 
ever found. The scene of the Hoboken mys- 
tery has long had an evil name. It is part of 
along belt of woods, stretching down from 
Fort Lee to the hills behind Hoboken, and 
forming a pleasant, background, in the sum- 
mer time, for the small settlements of shaa- 
ties on the Hudson, between the two points 
named. One of the settlements is called 
Guttenburg, and it was back of this that the 
murder was committed. The first deed of 
blood in that belt of woods was the duel be- 
tween Aaron Burr and Alexander Hamilton. 
It was there, or near there, that the famous 
pretty cigar girl’? murder, the bandsome 
Mary Rogers, who was employed in a 
Broadway cigar store, being the 
victim, took place over thirty years ago. Two 
men have been found murdered in the same 
place, and several suicides have occurred 
there within a few-vears. People living along 
the river have a fear of those woods at night, 
and avoid them as muchas possible. The 
more superstitious tell of ghosts being seen 
there, andit maycertainly be said that if 
ghosts do walk in the Guttenberg woods, they 
see sights which must satisfy them that no 
other world can be more wicked than this. 
The people living thereabout are mostly Ger- 
mans. The crimes which have given the 
place a bad name are nearly all committed by 
people who go over from New York, and 
whose presence is often a terror to the quiet 
Germans, who only wisb to be let alone that 
they may do their work and drink their beer 
in peace. 


Vennor as a Weather Prophet. 
From the New York Nation, May 5. 

The semi-annual change of weather pro- 
bably occurred on Sunday April 24, and 
the six months’ summer has commenced 
throughout the northern hemisphere. This 
event has thys happened ten days ahead of 
its average time, perhaps in some relation to 
the fact that dast fall the opposite change oc- 
curred three weeks before its average time 
(on October 17). The present is, there- 
fore, a suitable occasion far noticing the suc- 
cess thus far of Mr. Vennor’s predictions 
published in hts Almanac for 1881. The ma- 
jority of these announcements are phrased in 
a diction so loose that entire non-fulfilment 
would be impossible. Of such it is idle to 
treat. In this category we include the fol- 
lowing extract from the“ probabilities“ for 
January last: ‘“Bhe second quarter will open 
with heavy snow-falls and terminate in a 
cold snap.’ Now, since snow or cold snaps 
occur every three or four days in our win- 
ters, and the word «quarter is a designedly 
safe method of predicting, it would be 
almost impossible to refute sucha iorecast 
for any quarter“ whatever. But definite 
announcements possess a test value, 
for in these «a guesser would be 
correct exactly half the time. 
Now, in this class of forecasts Mr. Vennor 
has not had the luck of an average cuesser, 
as will appear from what follows: I expect 
blockades of snow in the United States about 
the 7th and Sth of January.“ Both of these 
days were fair. The announcement for 
February contains the most signal failure 
which ill-chance could concoct. ‘**Thaw 
(which will be interrupted by a brief [ cold 
spell) will extend from about [!] the ISth of 
January up tothe 12th of February, with 
balmy, spring-like weather prevailing in 
many parts, and snow rapidiv disappearing.” 
In many winters the cunning ambtguitv of 
„riet“ and “about”? would have saved him: 
but the past winter had no mercy on pro- 
phets who prated of thaws and spring-like 
weather, located they their warm = spells 
definitely or indefinitely. We doubt whether 
anybody whose avocation called him out of 
doors during the above twentv-tive days will 
have any hesitation in asserting that a grosser 
error could by no possibility have been com- 
mitted. Recurring to the actual figures of 
the thermometer, as recorded daily at sun- 
rise, We find that from January 15 till 
February 7 the mercury was not above 
freezing on a single day; and on no morning 
during January, February or March did it 
reach 40°. So much for the long thaw and 
the balmy, spring-like weather. **This term 
will be followed about the lth by storms, 
previous to the setting in of a colder term.“ 
The coldest day in February was the 2c. 

For March most of the announcements 
are vague, and in ordinary times would, 
thereore,be accepted as correct by persons 
disposed to be lenient. But not even Mr. 
Vennor’s cautious “the month will probably 
end lamb-like“ contained a particle of truth. 
There was not one mild day in the month: 
and on the last two days snow fell. “On the 
th and 10th gales are probable.”? Almost any 
breeze or weather, except a drizzle, might 
somewhere be thoughta gale, “probablv:” but 
on the %th and 10th of March it drizzled. The 
only day on which a gale actually occurred 
Was the 27th, of which day Mr. Vennor said 
nothing. There will be a sharp frost in the 
beginning of April.“ (There was nothing else 
front the Ist to the 15th but frost.) “ But the 
spring will open favorably, and evervthing 
will be pretty well advanced by April 15.” 
Farmers say differently. ‘‘Floods may be ex- 
pected in Chicago about the first week in 
April.” Rivers are usually high in April. 
The only question is, which week, and the 
freshet in Chicago dates only from Apri] 20. 
There will be warm weather just following 
the 20th.”’ The weather became warm on the 
24th; so this might have been claimed as an 
approximate hit had it not been spoiled by 
the mistaken prediction of snow on the 25th 
and 26th. The season changed for cood, we 
believe, on the 24th, rendering snow-storms 
out of the question for six months, |

HABEAS CORPUS. 
Judge Laughlin Gives Another Decision Con- 
cerning the Power of the C. C. C. 

Judge Laughlin to-day rendered the follow- 
ing decision in the habeas corpus matter oi 
Aaron Block, Onthe6th of October the pe- 
titioner was tried and convicted in the First 
District Police Gourt, his offense being the 
violation of an ofdinance of the city prohibit- 
ing the selling of lottety tickets. On the 15th he 
appealed the case to the Court of Criminal 
Correction, where on atrial de novo he was 
again convicted, and under an execution of 
this verdict he ispow contined in the Work 
House. By the city ordinances the de- 
fendant is allowed ten days in 
which to appeal from the judgment of a police 
justice. But in this respect the ordinances are 
clearly void because in conflict with the char- 
ter. The charter says ‘‘appealsin such cases 
— 6 be granted in like manner as provided 
by law for appeals from justices of the peace 
in criminal cases tothe Appellate Court. By 
referring to the general statutes it will be seen 
thet such appeals must be taken not within ten 
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ing the road.

law, immediately, unless taken as prescribed 
by the charter; that having spoken on the sub- 
ject, instead of leaving it tothe Assembly. 
an appeal from such judgment 
confers no jurisdictionin the appellate tri- 
bunal.

DISSATISFIED. 


The Street Car Managers Change 


the Terms Promised 
the Men. 


Trouble Brewing With the Employes— 
What Mr. Erastus Wells Says. 


The street car conductors and drivers are 
beginning to find out that they had 
by no means the best of the strike. Many of 
the old men, and those who were prominent in 
the strike, are being gradually dropped from 


the rolls, and are in search of other positions. 


Mr. Wells, who was the originator of the scheme 
to pay drivers 124 cents per hour and con- 
ductors 15 cents per hour, has got tired of 
his plan, and has gone square 


back upon it. Two weeks ago he informed 
the menon the Olive Street Line that payinent 
by the hour was not impracticable and that 
he would resort tothe plan ot paying by the 
trip. He agreed to give eighteen cents per trip 
to conductors and fifteen cents to drivers, 
which was reluctantly accepted. The men 
were much dissatistied but they said 
that there was no use trying resist- 
ance. On Market street, Saturday 
morning, the boys say that John Dugger, the 
foreman of the stables, told them that the 
other plan was too expensive, and that the trip 
system would besubstituted fox it. The men 
objected strenuously. Mr. Wells explained 
that it would make but a very small 
‘difference from the present prices, 
but the other terms were less 
than what the men demanded, and any reduc- 
tion would bear heavily upon them. The 
charge is based on the relation between pres- 
ent prices and the time occupied in making a 
trip. For instance, the shortest time for a 
trip on Market or Olive street is one hour 
and twelve minutes. This makes eighteen 
cents per trip, equal to fifteen cents per hour. 

But the men claim that very many of the 
ti ips are longer than one hour and twelve min- 
utes, some of them running up to an hour and 
au half. They also say that as soon as the sum- 
mer table is put into effect each man will lose 
a trip a day on account S: tne slower timé, and 
this vill bé a dead loss of 18 cents a day to 
every conductor and 15 cents to every driver. 

ibe opposition was so determined among 
the Market street men, that the plan was not 
adopted just yet; but Mr, Wells gaye notice 
that ne would intrvunce it as soon as he could 
perfect a new time table. Many of tie 
men say they will not work 
under it, and if that Mr. Wells breaks 
his promise made at the: close of the strike, 
they will simply quit the business. Nou 
sec,’’ said one of them,“ thisJscheme is not. 
at all what he promised us. If a fire occurs 
along our line and we are delayed a half 
hour or an hour, as sometimes hap- 
pens, we get nothing for dhis time, 
as everything goes by the trip. Then cighteen 
cents a trip is not equal to fifteen cents 
per hour, and Mr. Wells knows it.“ 

Mr. Wells was met this morn- 
ing and asked about the matter. 
He said that he will introduce the 
system as soon asthe new table was ready. 

This hour plan is aninfernal nuisance,’’ 
said Mr. Wells. It requires too much 
time keeping and mixesup everything. The 
rates I am offering are much better than those 
onthe Washington Avenue Yellow Line for 
instance. There they have gone back on the 
old terms and are paying fifteen cents to con- 
ductors and twelve and a half cents to driv- 
ers, instead of the same figures per hour as 
agreed upon after the strike.“ 

On the other lines some changes have 
also been made. On all the roads 
the policy of dropping the strikers is being 
pursued. On Washington avenue, not half the 
old men are now working, On the Union Line 
the strikers are being dropped one by one,and 
at present. there are only six of the old con- 
ductors and nine of the old drivers at work. 
This line has also changed the pay. The men, 
get $150 and $2 per day for the old 
hours, but they get a whole day 
off each week, for which they are paid. This 
is not like the former days olf when they had 
to run a car morning and evening. They are 
only required to wash their car on the off day. 
On the Yellow Line on Fourth street a new 
time table will soon be put in 
force, and the men are expecting 
a change in the terms. The men are generally 
dissatisfied on all the lines, but they have hau 
enough ot strikes. 


THE GROUNDS. 


Some of the Reasons Why Kring Wantsa 
New Trial. 


It was expected that another scene of the re- 
markable Kring case would be enacted in the 
Criminal Court this morning wien a motion 
for a new trial was to have been argued. 
When Judge Burckhardt called thejcourt to or- 
der the defendant’s counsel were not prepared 
to submit the motion, and a recess 


was taken for half an hour un- 
til Judge Laughlin arrived, when the 
regular order of business was taken up. The 
principal grounds on which a new trial will be 
usked arethe overruling of the motion tora 
change ot venue by Judge Laughlin; that the 
bill passed by the last Legislature under which 
Judge Burckhardt tried the case is unconstitu- 
tional, and the case should be sent to the Cir- 
cenit Court; that illegal evidence was admitted 
and legal evidence excluded by Judge Burck- 
hardt; also on the ruling of the Court concern- 
ing the challenging ot jurors.

A STEAMER SUNK. 


Loss of the E. H. Durfee at the Mouth of 
the Gasconade. 

Hunter Ben Jenkins received a_ telegran 
this morning, stating that the. steamer 
Durfee had sunk at 
that point at6a. m. and was a total loss. The 
telegram was signed by George W. Keith, the 
captain, but gave no further particulars. The 
mouth of the Gasconade is noted for an 
abundance of snags, and it is prob. 
uble that the boat struck one of these 
obstructions and went to the bottom. 
The Durfee was on her waytothis port from 
Viattsmouth, Neb. Sbe was loaded mostly 
with grain. She carried 8,000 sacks of corn, 
58 head of hogs and 300 packages of sundries. 
There was no insurance upon the freight list, 
So far as Mr Jenkins knows, and he does not 
think any existed. She had very few passen 
gers, if any at all. The boat was built nine 
years ago and has been running inthis trade 
for a long time. Three years ago she 
was purchased by Geo. Keith, the captain, au 
Col. Sedgewick, ot Kansas City, who are 
at present her sole Owners. She was a large 
side wheeler of average tonnage. The boat had 
just been thoroughly docked and refitted and 
Was in every way as good as new. She wasin 
sured in the Carroll & Powell agencies, 
which would make her 
value about $14,000. The 
well-known in St. Louis, 
regarded as one of the best paying crafts that 
everran out of port. She has earned at least 
$150,000, and was good for long service at the 
time she went down. All on board escaped 
injurv. The freight, however, was mostly 
perishable, and, with the steamer, will be a 
total loss.

ANOTHER MURDER TRIAL, 


Edward Rickert to Answer for the Death of 
Mrs. Selina Wilson. 


To day the case of Edward Rickert, the 
young man who fatally shot Selina Wilson on 
the 21th of last November at No. 713 Chestnut 
street was begun in the Criminal Court.

The Kring trial last week abounded in 
sensational features, not all of which got into 
ue uewspapers. During the day on which 
the abguments were observed 
that the doors of the court room were kept 
gzuarded. The reason given was that the 
public interestin the case necessitated some 
procesution to avoid over-crowding. This it 
appears Was only a partial explanation. Tehere 
had come to the information or the 
court officers that Kring's rela- 
tives were thinking ok presenting 
themselves in force, and that unpleasant 
Scenes calculated to affect the jury were to 
be locked for. Among the representatives 
of the family thus heralded was 
THE HALF-SISTER 

of the murderer, the young woman to whose 
mental condition some of the athdavits in the 
ease were devoted. These described her to 
be “as crazy asa bed-bug.” Kring himself, 
it will be recollected, advanced this theory 
of insanity for his defense, and fixed up the 
forms of these affidavits during his leisure in 
the jail. Members and friends of the family 
are supposed to have sworn to these atlidavits 
after Kring had drawn them with the hope 
of helping him out at the expense of the 
truth. However that nray be, the half sister 
lives with the rest of the family in this city 
apd is not considered flighty. Intimate ace 
quaintances say her disposition has uniler- 
gone a Very great Change, but she does not 
show anv symptoms of being un lange. Lo

AN UNNATURAL ATTACHMENT, 
not sotragical, but almost as revo!tine as 
the prisoner's infatuation with Dora Broem- 
Ser. The elder Kring’s intimacy with the 
mother of Charles in the old country was not 
known to the children of the lawful Mrs. 
Krine. The family removedto this country 
and settied in Southern IHlinois. Inu 1863 
Charies '. Kring came over and was received 
into the family as an adopted son. Be— 
tween im and the daughter there developed 
a tender feeling, unnoticed at first 
bythe old man. The first intimation he had 
ofthe direction in which the relationship was 
cdiifting was when the young people made 
known their intention to marrv. Then with 
anguish enongh to have made manv aman 
crazy the elder Kring confessed that 
Charles the adopted was a natural son. If 
after this exposure there did enter elements 
of eccentricity into their lives it was hardly 
to be wondered at. Charles left home, and 
the old ventleman, With a view of making 
reparation as far as possible, advance 
ed money to set him uv in business, 
first at one place and then at an— 
other. In his restiess moods Charles fell 
in with the Broemsers, and became a 
partner in a country drug-store. Then de- 
veloped the whole passion with the wife of 
his partner Which ended in the tragedy. 
THE SISTER 

remained at home. From a bright, vivacious 
Zirl, full of spirit, she became very retiring, 
avoiding company and going the round of 
househokl duties in a dull, dazed way. 
Charles and the unfortunate object of his 
early affection have not met often since tha 
father uncovered his shame. On one or two 
occasions she bas been at the Four 
Courts ona brief visit to the prisoner. 
While they have kept apart the sister has 
steadily refused to let any other supplant the 
place of Charlesin her regard. The infor- 
mation reached the court officers on the last 
day ot the trial that this poor creature, unable 
to keep away longer, had resolved to be near, 
in the hour of need, the one who had been 
more than a brother to her. That there would 
have been an extraordinary scene had this 
determination been carried out there is no 
roomto doubt. To prevent her from Zaäining 
ndmittanee to the court-room during the day 
the arguments were delivered the guard was 
posted at the door. 

An additional motive for this un- 
usual precaution lay in the expectation that 
THE ELDER KRING 
would present himself, and wrought upon by 
the moving appeals of counsel might do 
something to influence the jury. Sure 
enough the old man did come to the Four 
Courts that day, but before he reached the 
court-room he fell in with un emissary of the 
prosecution who decoved him into first one 
siloon and then another, so that before he 
tired of bis company Mr. Kriug found him— 
self in the vicinity of Carondelet, and it was 
too late to carry out his intention to witness 

the conctusion of the trial. 

Although the old man’s evidence in the case 
last weck told heavily against his son, there 
is bo doubting the strength of his parental 
aifection. He has spent his money freely, and 
will continue to do so as long as there is any 
hope for the prisoner. 

Ihe selection of Judge Burkhardt to pre- 
side over the trial is looked upon generally as 
avery fortunate one. Hecan look back over 
a docket of something like thirty-seven 
murder cases, and with fewer reversals 
from the Supreme Court than anv 
other criminal judge in the State. 
His circuit is that of which Moberlv is the 
seat of justice and he is not unused to sen- 
sational trials. 

HADE BROWN, 

who shot his .mother-in-law and essaved 
some acts of violence in the Court room, was 
one of the murderers Judge Burkhardt had 
to deal with. When Brown became obstrep: 
erous the Judge told the counse!} emphati- 
cally that if anv antics were persisted in he 
would have the prisoner bucked and vacved, 
Thesupreme Court had then reversed one of 
the Kring trials because the prisoner had 
been handcuffed during trial to maintain 
order. The Judge did not look upon the re- 
versing decision as ‘A sensible one, 
and the Court would probably 
haye had opportunity to consider a similar 
issuc had not Brown’s counsel taken the 
Judeve’s warning and restrained their client 
by moral suasion. 

As to Kring’s prospects for getting another 
new triad or another reversal from the Su- 
preme Court, nobody conversant or connected 
WMh the case thinks such a result at all 
probable, exceptthe prisoner and his lawyers. 
Phere is some speculation as to 
What the Governor will do with 
the appeal of the jury for clemency. Little 
Impathy is expressed in any quarter 
for the erratic prisoner, and the impression is 
that his remarkable run of luck against the 
law will not last him long enough to escape 
the vullows, 

: MR. JOSH LADUE,

penitentiary. Itold him I wasn’t the Court 
and left him. That was all there was to his 
claim that ke bad an agreement with the Cir- 
cuit Attorney. When he plead I was tilling 
the position, and afterwards when Col. Nor- 
mile made his answer to the case in 
the Supreme Court I stood readv to make 
ufiidavit that Kring had no understanding 
with me as to his plea and the length of time 
he was to get, but [was not asked to make 
such affidavit. I don’t know why Col. Nor-

In passing on the motion for a new trial 
and passing the sentence, Judge Burkhardt 
closes his conunectdon with the celebrated 
Kring case and goes back to deal out justice 
in the Moberly Circuit.

The Strikers Still Stubborn—Mecting and 
Conference This Morning. 

Of all the strikes that ever occurred in this 
city the present boiler inakers’ strike has been 
perhaps the quietest and most orderly. A 
week has passed since it was inaugurated, and 
during this time meetings have been held from 
which all professional agitators have been ex- 
tluded. Themen have kept away from the 
shops and molested no one who has offered to 
work there. K reporter, in talking with a num- 
ber of the strikers this morning, was told that 
no violence would be offeredy to any 
one; that they were sure that they 
were in the right, and that in 
the end they must prevail. At a publie met. 
ing held at Stolle's Hall to-day at 10:30 a. m. 
there was a fair attendance, but many of the 
men who were present a week ago have left 
the city and found employment elsewhere. It 
was hoped that some ot the bosses would be 
present, but only one or two appeared. 

Mr. Rolla Wells was present and asked the 
Union to permit the men to do some repairing 
for him on the engines on the Narrow Gauge 
Railroad. The Union, however, was not wil}- 
sa to comply with the request. 

A co-operative organization hag been dis- 
cussed, but is not yet perfect’ |. 

Mr. Lundy, a boss, why Was present, said 
that he had hire .omd of the Union men ata 

470 W Aut advance, but at the demand of 

16 Futon théy had left him. This led to a 
lengthy and intensely earnest discussion as to 
whether some men working for John O’Brien 
in the country should be called in. It is gen- 
erally understood that no men belonging to 
the Union will be permitted to work after to- 
day. Mr. Lundy is from Atchison, Kas,, aud 
the strikers tuld him plainly that they did not 
think he had shown himself much of a manin 
coming here and trying to opena shop when 
he knew the state of affatrs. Mr. L. has 
opened his shop since the strike began. 

The public meeting adjourned shortly after 
II o' clock and a soit of conference ensued. 

The bosses still appear resolute, and there is 
very little ground for hoping that they will 
yield. They say thatthe terms demanded by 
the men would, on their present contracts, 
not only leave them no profits but that they 
would lose money by filling them. Under the 
circuinstances they can better close their 
sbops than make the required advances. They 

are ready to compromise at as good terms for 
the men as possible, but an unconditional 
surrender to the Union they cannot make.

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FOUND IN HIS BLOOD. 


Hermann Boewer’s Ghastiy Sui- 
cide in a Room on Market 
Street. 


- — 


Strange Freaks and Acts of the Dead 
Man—How the Deed Was Done. 


A barkeeper at 1313 Market street made a 
ghastly discovery about 8 o’clock this morning 
when he entered Hermann Boewer’s room on 
the third floor of the building which is occu- 
pied by J. Lindecker as a saloon and boarding 
house. The rigid body of the occupant lay on 
the floor a few feet from the door, and 
surrounded by a pool of blood which 
bad soaked through the carpet. The 


dead man’s bed lay within afewinches from 
the south wall, the foot board of which was 
bespattered with blood and brains. The body 
lay on its left side partially on its left arm. In 
the right hand the stiff fingers clutched a 32 
caliper revolver covered with blood. From 
an ugly hole in the right temple just near the 
ear the blood trickled slowly ‘down the pale 
face of the dead man. The only furniture in 
the room was a bed, the coverings of; which 
were disordered, a washstand, a few chairs 
and a trunk. From the trunk hung 
a bunch of keys. The lid was partly raised 
and the contents bore evidence of late rum- 
maging. Boewer was a miller, 31 years of age. 
Until a month ago he lived with bis brother at 
Thirteenth ana Clark avenue. While there a 
young woman, a relative otjthejfamily, offered 
him apiece of apple which was eating. He 
eagerly spatehed it from her hands and point- 
ing to it exclaimed, ‘‘Ha! she wanted 
to poison me. There is the 
poison in the Apple. This Was 
the first evidence the family had of the weak 
condition of his mind. Shortly afterwards he 
had an hallucination that an attempt was 
made to hang him. Though no one was near 
him he frantically grasped a scarf he wore 
about his neck and, imagining it was a noose, 
he tore it to pieces. He left his brother’s resi- 
dence and hired a room at 1313 Market street 
about a month ago. During this time he work- 
ed in the Atlantic and the Park four 
mills. He would sit for an hour 
without exchanging a word with those around 
him. Often he would gaze absently at any ob- 
ject without moving a muscle for several min- 
utes. Withthe exception of the two instances 
given above his aberration assumed no violent 
character. On Satarday night he returned to 
his room, leaving it again on yesterday morn 
ing but returning again shortly afterwards. 
On his way upstairs he passed Mr. Lindecker, 
who bade him good morning. He was 
not seen again all * and 
the suspicions of Mrs. indecker, 
who supposed that he was sick or something 
more serious had happened, prompted herhus— 
band to go to the room. He was without as- 
sistance at the time and said he supposed the 
man had fallen asleep. This morning Mr. Hes- 
sler, the bar-keeper, went to Boewer’s room, 
where he found the man lying dead on the 
floor. The body was cold, and from all cir- 
cumstances and the rigid condition of the 
limbs the man probably shot himself about 4 
o’clock vesterday afternoon. He has two mar- 
ried sisters, one living at Ninth and Destre- 
han streets and another in St. Charles, Mo. 

Mr. Spelbrink, the Franklin Avenue livery 
man, has £1,500 in safe keeping for the deceas- 
ed who was of athrilty and denying disposi- 
tion.

THE WHEAT CROP. 


Sensational Reports of Damage by Chinch 
Bugs in Missouri, 


The ‘‘chinch bug’’ reports are not panning 
out as well as the bulls on wheat desired, and 
the more the reports of damage by these pests 
are inguired into the less injury is learned. 
Cass and Pettis counties, where the most dam- 
age was Said to be from this bug, failed to hold up 
under personal observation. Messrs. Talbot & 
Melton have received a letter from a corres- 
pondent in East Lynn, Cass county, who six 
days ago reported that every farmer who came 
into town gave the most sensational reports of 
damage, saying that the chineh bug had 


eaten up all the wheat in their section, now 
says these reports were greatly exaggerated, 
and that the damage is in Bates county, in 
which county, by the way, no bugs have yet 
been heard trom. This correspondent, how- 


ever, not wishing to let down entirely from his 


bullish position, gravely states that the dam- 
age to wheat in Kansus (where he has not 
been) is serious. The fact is that Kansas re. 
ports on wheat are better than from any other 
State. 
returned this morning from an extended trip 


through Southwest Missouri, where they went |

especially to inquire into the condition of 
wheat and see for themselves what damage 
had been inflicted by the chinch. Mr. Cobb 
says they drove pretty near all 
over the counties of Webster and 
Green and touched Dade and other counties, 
trum the town of Marshfield to Springfield ana 
Ash Grove, making diligent inquiries of about 
every man they met. Not achinch bug was 
seen and not a person found who had seen 
one, though several had heard they were in 
the whéat. Some damage had been inflicted 
upon wheat before it headed ont by the Hes- 
sian fly, but the damage was slight and after 
the wheat headed out there was no more inju- 
ry to be expected by the fly, it being out of its 
power to hurt the plant after it once heads 
out. Astorthe chinch bug Mr. Cobb tninks 
it a humbug. lie Suys that 
some fields of wheat look 
thin, and in looking through such fields he 
could see the drill rows, but asa rule the 
wheat looked well and he did not anticipate 
a loss of over 15 per cent in the yield trom last 
year. Mr. Samuel is of the opinion that a full 
crop will be raised in Southwest Missouri, as 
any damage to the grain will be counterbal- 
unced by an increased acreage. These gentle-

THE MANSFIELD MARRIAGE, 


Its Sequel in the Divorce Court To-Day— 

; Other Notable Cases. 

The attention of the Circuit Court is given 
to-day in the greater partto trials of divorce 
cases on the default docket. In Judge Adams’ 
division the Mansfield case engaged some in- 
terest from the fact that the young petitioner, 
Mrs. Mansfield, occupied an en- 
viable social position during her 
girlhood among the best circles of 
society clustering in North St. Louis. On the 
4th of November, 1879, Miss Jessie Towne, a 
young and beautiful blonde and an acknowl- 
edged belle, was united in matrimony to Eis- 
kine Mansfield, the marriage ceremony being 
performed according to the Episcopal ritual 
by the Rev. Geo. C. Betts, of ean 
Church. The bridegroom was connéctec 
With the wholesale tobacco house of 
Urie & Co., being in good circumstances, and 
in selecting his bride he was the recipient of 
hearty congratulations on all sides. Two 
months later he was arrested upon a charge 
of abandoning his wife, and the facts 
being shown in the Court of Criminal 
Correction he was fined 5100. Af- 
ter the birth of a girl Mrs. Mansfeld in- 
structed F. A. McManus, her attorney, to en- 
ter a petition for divorce against her husband, 
and the case was reached by default to-day. 
The prayer rested upon the allegation ot aban- 
donment, and the petitioner was present in 
court bearing the child in her arms. 


MRS. TAYLOR’S TRIALS. 

Another notable divorce case heard before 
Judge Hopner to-day was that of Lucy G. Tay- 
ior against William F. Taylor, son of William 
C. Taylor, deceased. The lady was the dangh- 
ter of Charles Bobb and she brought her hus- 
band a considerable fortune. For two years 
past, Mrs. Taylor stated on the witness- 
stand, her husband had deserted 
her.

Mrs. raylor has been supported for 
some time past by her brother Johu, her hus- 
band having utterly failed to provide anvthing 
either for her support or the support and ednu- 
cation of the children. The whole of her 
money was wasted soon after her marriage, 
her husband managing to get rid of it.

THE BENCHES. 

The divorce case of Anna Benche vs. Frank 
Benche was heard by detault in Judge Hor- 
ner's court to-day. W. I. II. Russell appear- 
ed for the wife inthis case. The parties were 
married May 15, 1876, and in February, ISW, the 
separation took piace, Mrs. Benche 
being compelled , to go out into 
domestic service in order to earn 
a living. She complained that her husband 
was addicted to habits of drunkenness, and

violent, breaking up the crockery and furn.

Mayor Ewing Bent on Inereasing the 
Aggregate of the Municipal 
Income. 


Mayor Ewing is bestowing a good deal of at- 
tention upon the collection of the municipal 
revenue. He is of the opinion that, by infus- 
ing alittle more vigor into the system, the 
receipts may be increased considerably. The 
need of more money is being considerably felt, 
and while the Mayor has not formulated any 
plans to increase the burdens of taxation, he 
proposes to get after delinquents sharply and 
to make impossible the small frauds which 
have been practiced extensively. 

A CONFERENCE, 

This morning Mayor Ewing invited Collector 
Jiudson, Comptroller Adreon and Police Com- 
missioner Cupples to a conference. The gen- 
tlemen discussed, at length, various plans for 
making the police torce assist in rectitying the 
shortcomings of the collection service. There 
is a license ordinance in operation which im 
poses a special yearly tax on ev 
ery vehicle owned and run in the 
city. The Collector and Comptroller give 
opinions to the effect that a large proportion 
of vehicles escape the ordinance. As strong an 


| estimate as thatthe unmber of licenses taken 


Out is 
ONLY ONE-THIRD 

of the number of vehicles in the citv has been 
made. Ipspectors are employed whose busi— 
ness itis to walk the streets and hunt for vehi- 
cles which are unlicensed. The tax, however, 
is avoided by simply attaching the license 
plate to the harness. In this way the owner 
of a single horse or team need 
take ont but one license, no matter if 
he has three, tour or half a dozen vehicies. 
Collector Hudson has prepared blanks which 
are to be gotten out in book and stub form. 
These itis proposed to place in the hands ot 
the patrolmen. On every beat a complete 
hist of the vehicles and owners will ve made. 
The police will retain part of the record and 
duplicates will goto the collector. As fast as 
the cwners of vehicles come in for their 
licenses they Will be required to pay a tax for 
each vehicle, and delinquents aiter a certain 
period of grace will be prosecuted in the 
Police Court, the patrolmen being used as wit 
nesses. At the conterence Collector Iludson 
elaborated this plan which was endorsed by 
the Mayor and the Comptroller. Mr. Cupples, 
representing the Police Board, promised to see 
that it was carried out. The expectation is 
that the revenue from vehicle licenses: will be 
considerably more than doubled, perhaps 
trebled. During the conference there was 
a laugh at Collector Undson's ex- 
pense. That gentleman admitted with, a 
blush that while a private citizen 
he bad taken out but one license for his two 
vehicles, as he only used one atatime. One 
of his first acts after getting into office and 
looking up the law wasto supply himself with 
a plate for each rig. 

COMPTROLLER ADREON 
also brought forward and explained a scheme 
of his which he thought wouid add materially 
tothe revenue. The city issues a vast number 
of stamps for the scales. These 
are in three denominations with 
the use of each carefully designated. 
The highest Qenunciation issued is twenty 
cents. The lowest is lessthan one-fourth that 
amount. The Comptroller saysthat frauds are 
practiced alt the time in the use of the cheap 
stamps when those of the highest price should 
be used. He proposes to have orders izsued to 
the police who walk beats in the vicinity ot 
scales to constitute them detectives with a 
view to making frequent examinations 
of stamps, and wherever they find 
the wrong stamp has been used to file com- 
plaint and prosecute inthe Police Court. At 
present the Comptroller has to trust too much 
to the honesty of weighers and users of 
stamps, and he believes his confidence to be 
sadly misplaced. 

Mr. Cupples promised to have the police in- 
structed onthis point. The plans of the Comp. 
troller are not wholly matured, but the above 
represents in the main his desires.
